Amid all the ‘honors “yearly paid to the 
nativity of Christ none stand out so promi- 
nent as gift-making--symbolic of “peace on 
earth, good will toward men.’’ In truth, 
to so great an extent has this token of ap 
preciation been carried in some countries 
that it bas actually terminated In being a 
nuisance, Tl.is was especially the case in 
England not a great many years ago. There 
the practice of giving Christmas boxes, or 
pretty presents, to apprentices, domestic 
servants, and tradesmen become a serious 
bugbear. Householders felt &nder an obli. 
gation to give money to the apprentices in 
the suops where they dealt, also to various 
inferior parish officers, including scavengers 
and lamplighte:s; while shop keepers, on 
the other hand, were equally impelled to 
make preseuts to the servauts of their cus-— 
tomers, ‘Tlie result of this system wasthat 
it grew to be such an intolerable grievance 
that tradesmen stuck up notices io their 
windows that no Christmas boxes would be 
given; and, at the same time, the public 
authorities issued remonstrauces to the 
same effect. 

Here, io this country, there exists little 
or no necessity for any such disgraceful 
proceedings. Gift makiug ls attended only 
with kindness, consideration, and is con- 
fined chiefly within the home circle. That 
which is given is not asked for. Preseuts, 
in the main emanate from the love of 
Savior and friends, and more particularly 
thelatter. That such love, in spite of the 
falling off of the enthusiasm which in form- 
er years, characterized the celebration of 
Christ’s birth, is rife, is evident from 
the thcuands of happy faces that 
through the different emporiums. Our 
Santa Claus, originally introduced by tre 
Dutch settlers of New York and the Amer- 
ican representative of the German Knecht 
Rupert, is as brisk as inthe days of old, 
lie shows no sigusof decay. Besides, the 
efforts which have been taken to facilitate 
his movements are manifold. The choicest 
products of the land are displayed for his 
benefit, and as they embody the very latest 
styles and designs, a description of some of 
the more prominent novelties in the way of 
jewelery is herewith given.
